SUBCHAPTER A. DELIVERY OF MENTAL HEALTH AND SUBSTANCE USE SERVICES

Revised Law

Sec.A547.0001.AAEVALUATION OF CERTAIN CONTRACTORS AND

SUBCONTRACTORS. (a) To ensure the appropriate delivery of mental

health and substance use services, the commission shall regularly

evaluate program contractors and subcontractors that provide or

arrange services for individuals enrolled in:

(1)AAthe Medicaid managed care program; and

(2)AAthe child health plan program.

(b)AAThe commission shall monitor:

(1)AApenetration rates as those rates relate to mental

health and substance use services provided by or through

contractors and subcontractors;

(2)AAutilization rates as those rates relate to mental

health and substance use services provided by or through

contractors and subcontractors; and

(3)AAprovider networks used by contractors and

subcontractors to provide mental health or substance use services.

(Gov. Code, Sec. 531.0225.)

Source Law

Sec.A531.0225.AAMENTAL HEALTH AND SUBSTANCE

ABUSE SERVICES. (a) To ensure appropriate delivery of

mental health and substance abuse services, the

commission shall regularly evaluate program

contractors and subcontractors that provide or arrange

for the services for persons enrolled in:

(1)AAthe Medicaid managed care program; and

(2)AAthe state child health plan program.

(b)AAThe commission shall monitor:

(1)AApenetration rates, as they relate to

mental health and substance abuse services provided by

or through contractors and subcontractors;

(2)AAutilization rates, as they relate to

mental health and substance abuse services provided by

or through contractors and subcontractors; and

(3)AAprovider networks used by contractors

and subcontractors to provide mental health or

substance abuse services.

Revisor ’s Note

(1)AASection 531.0225, Government Code, refers

to "substance abuse" services. The Diagnostic and
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Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders, 5th Edition

(DSM-5), published by the American Psychiatric

Association to assist in classifying mental disorders,

combines the categories of substance abuse and

substance dependence into a single disorder referred

to as "substance use disorder." Therefore, throughout

this chapter, the revised law substitutes "substance

use" for "substance abuse" to reflect modern

terminology regarding the disorder.

(2)AASection 531.0225(a), Government Code,

refers to services for "persons" enrolled in certain

programs. Throughout this chapter, the revised law

substitutes "individual" for "person" for clarity and

consistency where the context makes clear that the

referenced person is an individual and not an entity

described by the definition of "person" provided by

Section 311.005, Government Code (Code Construction

Act), applicable to this code.

(3)AASection 531.0225(a)(2), Government Code,

refers to the "state child health plan program." The

revised law substitutes "child health plan program"

for "state child health plan program" for clarity and

consistency in the terminology used within the chapter

and because "child health plan program" is the defined

term under Section 531.001, Government Code, which is

revised in this subtitle as Section _____, and applies

to the revised law in this chapter.

CARE. (a) In this section, "ombudsman" means the individual

designated under this section by the executive commissioner as the

ombudsman for behavioral health access to care unless the context

requires otherwise.

(b)AAThe executive commissioner shall designate an ombudsman
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for behavioral health access to care.

(c)AAThe ombudsman is administratively attached to the

commission ’s office of the ombudsman established under Section

______ [[[Section 531.0171]]].

(d)AAThe commission may use an alternate title for the

ombudsman in consumer-facing materials if the commission

determines that an alternate title would benefit consumer

understanding or access.

(e)AAThe ombudsman serves as a neutral party to help

consumers, including consumers who are uninsured or have public or

private health benefit coverage, and behavioral health care

providers navigate and resolve issues related to consumer access to

behavioral health care, including care for mental health conditions

and substance use disorders.

(f)AAThe ombudsman shall:

(1)AAinteract with consumers and behavioral health care

providers regarding concerns or complaints to help the consumers

and providers resolve behavioral health care access issues;

(2)AAidentify, track, and help report potential

violations of state or federal rules, regulations, or statutes

concerning the availability of, and terms and conditions of,

benefits for mental health conditions or substance use disorders,

including potential violations related to quantitative and

nonquantitative treatment limitations;

(3)AAreport concerns, complaints, and potential

violations described by Subdivision (2) to the appropriate

regulatory or oversight agency;

(4)AAreceive and report concerns and complaints

relating to inappropriate care or mental health commitment;

(5)AAprovide appropriate information to help consumers

obtain behavioral health care;

(6)AAdevelop appropriate points of contact for

referrals to other state and federal agencies; and

(7)AAprovide appropriate information to help consumers
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or providers file appeals or complaints with the appropriate

entities, including insurers and other state and federal agencies.

(g)AAThe Texas Department of Insurance shall appoint a

liaison to the ombudsman to receive the reports of concerns,

complaints, and potential violations described by Subsection

(f)(2) from the ombudsman, consumers, or behavioral health care

providers. (Gov. Code, Sec. 531.02251.)

ACCESS TO CARE. (a) In this section, "ombudsman"

means the individual designated as the ombudsman for

behavioral health access to care.

(c)AAThe ombudsman is administratively attached

to the office of the ombudsman for the commission.

(d)AAThe commission may use an alternate title

for the ombudsman in consumer-facing materials if the

commission determines that an alternate title would be

beneficial to consumer understanding or access.

(e)AAThe ombudsman serves as a neutral party to

help consumers, including consumers who are uninsured

or have public or private health benefit coverage, and

behavioral health care providers navigate and resolve

issues related to consumer access to behavioral health

care, including care for mental health conditions and

substance use disorders.

(f)AAThe ombudsman shall:

(1)AAinteract with consumers and behavioral

health care providers with concerns or complaints to

help the consumers and providers resolve behavioral

health care access issues;

(2)AAidentify, track, and help report

potential violations of state or federal rules,

regulations, or statutes concerning the availability

of, and terms and conditions of, benefits for mental

health conditions or substance use disorders,

including potential violations related to

quantitative and nonquantitative treatment

limitations;

(3)AAreport concerns, complaints, and

potential violations described by Subdivision (2) to

the appropriate regulatory or oversight agency;

(4)AAreceive and report concerns and

complaints relating to inappropriate care or mental

health commitment;

(5)AAprovide appropriate information to

help consumers obtain behavioral health care;

(6)AAdevelop appropriate points of contact

for referrals to other state and federal agencies; and

(7)AAprovide appropriate information to

help consumers or providers file appeals or complaints

with the appropriate entities, including insurers and

other state and federal agencies.

(h)AAThe Texas Department of Insurance shall

appoint a liaison to the ombudsman to receive reports

of concerns, complaints, and potential violations

described by Subsection (f)(2) from the ombudsman,

consumers, or behavioral health care providers.
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Revised Law

Sec.A547.0003.AARULES GOVERNING PEER SPECIALISTS. (a) With

input from mental health and substance use peer specialists, the

commission shall develop and the executive commissioner shall

adopt:

(1)AArules establishing training requirements for peer

specialists to provide services to individuals with mental illness

or individuals with substance use conditions;

(2)AArules establishing certification and supervision

requirements for peer specialists;

(3)AArules defining the scope of services that peer

specialists may provide;

(4)AArules distinguishing peer services from other

services that a person must hold a license to provide; and

(5)AAany other rules necessary to protect the health

and safety of individuals receiving peer services.

(b)AAThe executive commissioner may not adopt rules under

this section that preclude the provision of mental health

rehabilitative services under 25 T.A.C. Chapter 416, Subchapter A,

as that subchapter existed on January 1, 2017. (Gov. Code, Secs.

531.0999(a), (f).)

Source Law

Sec.A531.0999.AAPEER SPECIALISTS. (a) With

input from mental health and substance use peer

specialists and the work group described by Subsection

(b), the commission shall develop and the executive

commissioner shall adopt:

(1)AArules that establish training

requirements for peer specialists so that they are

able to provide services to persons with mental

illness or services to persons with substance use

conditions;

(2)AArules that establish certification and

supervision requirements for peer specialists;

(3)AArules that define the scope of

services that peer specialists may provide;

(4)AArules that distinguish peer services

from other services that a person must hold a license

to provide; and

(5)AAany other rules necessary to protect

the health and safety of persons receiving peer

services.

(f)AAThe executive commissioner may not adopt

rules under Subsection (a) that preclude the provision
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of mental health rehabilitative services under 25

T.A.C. Chapter 416, Subchapter A, as that subchapter

existed on January 1, 2017.

Revisor ’s Note

Sections 531.0999(b), (c), (d), and (e),

Government Code, refer to a stakeholder work group

established to provide input on rules adopted under

Section 531.0999(a), Government Code. These

provisions are omitted from the revised law because

the work group to which they refer no longer exists.

Section 533.0999(e), Government Code, provides that

the work group is automatically abolished following

the adoption of rules under Section 531.0999(a),

Government Code. According to 43 Tex. Reg. 8573

(2018), the Health and Human Services Commission

adopted rules on December 28, 2018, which became

effective on January 1, 2019. The omitted law reads:

(9)AAthree representatives of

mental health and addiction licensed health

care professional groups who supervise

mental health and substance use peer

specialists;

(10)AAto the extent possible,

not more than three persons with personal

experience recovering from mental illness,

substance use conditions, or co-occurring

mental illness and substance use

conditions; and
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(11)AAany other persons

considered appropriate by the executive

commissioner.

(c)AAThe executive commissioner shall

appoint one member of the work group to

serve as presiding officer.

(d)AAThe work group shall meet once

every month.

(e)AAThe work group is automatically

abolished on the adoption of rules under

Subsection (a).

Revised Law

Sec.A547.0004.AAVETERAN SUICIDE PREVENTION ACTION PLAN. (a)

The commission, in collaboration with the Texas Coordinating

Council for Veterans Services, the United States Department of

Veterans Affairs, the Service Members, Veterans, and their Families

Technical Assistance Center Implementation Academy of the

Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration of the

United States Department of Health and Human Services, veteran

advocacy groups, health care providers, and any other organization

or interested party the commission considers appropriate, shall

develop a comprehensive action plan to increase access to and

availability of professional veteran health services to prevent

veteran suicides.

(b)AAThe action plan must:

(1)AAidentify opportunities for raising awareness of

and providing resources for veteran suicide prevention;

(2)AAidentify opportunities to increase access to

veteran mental health services;

(3)AAidentify funding resources to provide accessible,

affordable veteran mental health services;

(4)AAprovide measures to expand public-private

partnerships to ensure access to quality, timely mental health

services;

(5)AAprovide for proactive outreach measures to reach

veterans needing care;

(6)AAprovide for peer-to-peer service coordination,

including training, certification, recertification, and continuing

education for peer coordinators; and
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(7)AAaddress suicide prevention awareness, measures,

and training regarding veterans involved in the justice system.

(c)AAThe commission shall make specific long-term statutory,

administrative, and budget-related recommendations to the

legislature and the governor regarding the policy initiatives and

reforms necessary to implement the action plan developed under this

section. The initiatives and reforms in the long-term plan must be

fully implemented by September 1, 2027.

(d)AAThe commission shall include in the commission’s

strategic plan under Chapter 2056 the plans for implementing the

long-term recommendations under Subsection (c).

(e)AAThis section expires September 1, 2027. (Gov. Code,

Secs. 531.0925(a), (b), (c) (part), (d), (e).)

Sec.A531.0925.AAVETERAN SUICIDE PREVENTION

ACTION PLAN. (a) The commission, in collaboration

with the Texas Coordinating Council for Veterans

Services, the United States Department of Veterans

Affairs, the Service Members, Veterans, and Their

Families Technical Assistance Center Implementation

Academy of the Substance Abuse and Mental Health

Services Administration of the United States

Department of Health and Human Services, veteran

advocacy groups, medical providers, and any other

organization or interested party the commission

considers appropriate, shall develop a comprehensive

action plan to increase access to and availability of

professional veteran health services to prevent

veteran suicides.

(b)AAThe action plan must:

(1)AAidentify opportunities for raising

awareness of and providing resources for veteran

suicide prevention;

(2)AAidentify opportunities to increase

access to veteran mental health services;

(3)AAidentify funding resources to provide

accessible, affordable veteran mental health

services;

(4)AAprovide measures to expand

public-private partnerships to ensure access to

quality, timely mental health services;

(5)AAprovide for proactive outreach

measures to reach veterans needing care;

(6)AAprovide for peer-to-peer service

coordination, including training, certification,

recertification, and continuing education for peer

coordinators; and

(7)AAaddress suicide prevention awareness,

measures, and training regarding veterans involved in

the justice system.

(c)AAThe commission shall make specific

short-term and long-term statutory, administrative,

and budget-related recommendations to the legislature
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and the governor regarding the policy initiatives and

reforms necessary to implement the action plan

developed under this section. .A.A. The initiatives

and reforms in the long-term plan must be fully

implemented by September 1, 2027.

(d)AAThe commission shall include in its

strategic plan under Chapter 2056 the plans for

implementation of the short-term and long-term

recommendations under Subsection (c).

(e)AAThis section expires September 1, 2027.

Revisor ’s Note

(1)AASection 531.0925(a), Government Code,

requires the commission to collaborate with "medical

providers." The revised law substitutes "health care

providers" for "medical providers" because, in

context, the terms have the same meaning and "health

care providers" is the more commonly used term.

(2)AASection 531.0925(c), Government Code,

requires the Health and Human Services Commission to

make specific short-term and long-term

recommendations to the legislature and the governor

regarding policy initiatives and reforms necessary to

implement a veteran suicide prevention action plan.

That subsection also requires the commission to fully

implement the short-term recommendations not later

than September 1, 2021, and to begin implementing the

long-term recommendations not later than September 1,

2021. The commission has fully implemented the

short-term plan and has begun implementing the

long-term plan. Therefore, the revised law omits

those requirements as executed. The omitted law

reads:

(c)AA.A.A. The short-term

recommendations must include a plan for

state implementation beginning not later

than September 1, 2019. The initiatives and

reforms in the short-term plan must be fully

implemented by September 1, 2021. The

long-term recommendations must include a

plan for state implementation beginning not

later than September 1, 2021. .A.A.

(3)AASection 531.0925(d), Government Code,

requires the Health and Human Services Commission to
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include in the commission ’s strategic plan under

Chapter 2056, Government Code, the commission’s plans

for implementing the short-term recommendations under

Section 531.0925(c). The commission included the

short-term recommendations in the commission ’s July

2020 strategic plan. Therefore, the reference to the

"short-term plan" is omitted as executed.

(2)AAtransportation to mental health facilities of

individuals served by an authority that is a member of the group;

(3)AAincarceration of individuals with mental illness

in county jails located in an area served by an authority that is a

hospital emergency rooms located in an area served by an authority

that is a member of the group.

(c)AAThe commission shall use federal money in accordance

with state and federal guidelines to implement this section.

(d)AAThe commission, in coordination with each local mental

health authority group, shall annually update the mental health

services development plan that was initially developed by the

commission and each local mental health authority group under

Chapter 963 (S.B. 633), Acts of the 86th Legislature, Regular

Session, 2019. The commission and each group’s updated plan must
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include a description of:

(1)AAactions taken by the group to implement regional

strategies in the plan; and

(2)AAnew regional strategies identified by the group to

reduce the circumstances described by Subsection (b), including the

estimated number of outpatient and inpatient beds necessary to meet

the goals of each group’s regional strategy.

(e)AANot later than December 1 of each year, the commission

shall produce and publish on the commission’s Internet website a

report containing the most recent version of each mental health

services development plan developed by the commission and a local

mental health authority group. (Gov. Code, Sec. 531.0222.)

(b)AAThe commission shall require each local

mental health authority group to meet at least

quarterly to collaborate on planning and implementing

regional strategies to reduce:

(1)AAcosts to local governments of

providing services to persons experiencing a mental

health crisis;

(2)AAtransportation to mental health

facilities of persons served by an authority that is a

member of the group;

(3)AAincarceration of persons with mental

illness in county jails that are located in an area

served by an authority that is a member of the group;

(4)AAvisits by persons with mental illness

at hospital emergency rooms located in an area served

by an authority that is a member of the group.

(c)AAThe commission shall use federal funds in

accordance with state and federal guidelines to

implement this section.

(d)AAThe commission, in coordination with each

local mental health authority group, shall annually

update the mental health services development plan

that was initially developed by the commission and

each local mental health authority group under Chapter

963 (S.B. 633), Acts of the 86th Legislature, Regular

Session, 2019. The commission and each group’s updated

plan must include a description of:

(1)AAactions taken by the group to

implement regional strategies in the plan; and

(2)AAnew regional strategies identified by

the group to reduce the circumstances described by

Subsection (b), including the estimated number of

outpatient and inpatient beds necessary to meet the

goals of each group’s regional strategy.

SUBCHAPTER B. TEXAS SYSTEM OF CARE FRAMEWORK

(1)AA"Minor" means an individual younger than 18 years

of age.

(2)AA"Serious emotional disturbance" means a mental,

behavioral, or emotional disorder of sufficient duration to result

in functional impairment that substantially interferes with or

limits an individual’s role or ability to function in family,

school, or community activities.

(3)AA"System of care framework" means a framework for

collaboration among state agencies, minors who have a serious

emotional disturbance or are at risk of developing a serious

emotional disturbance, and the families of those minors that

improves access to services and delivers effective community-based

services that are family-driven, youth- or young adult-guided, and

culturally and linguistically competent. (Gov. Code, Sec.

531.251(a).)

Source Law

Sec.A531.251.AATEXAS SYSTEM OF CARE FRAMEWORK.

(a) In this section:

(1)AA"Minor" means an individual younger

than 18 years of age.

(2)AA"Serious emotional disturbance" means

a mental, behavioral, or emotional disorder of

sufficient duration to result in functional impairment

that substantially interferes with or limits a

person’s role or ability to function in family, school,

or community activities.

(3)AA"System of care framework" means a
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framework for collaboration among state agencies,

minors who have a serious emotional disturbance or are

at risk of developing a serious emotional disturbance,

and the families of those minors that improves access

to services and delivers effective community-based

services that are family-driven, youth- or young

adult-guided, and culturally and linguistically

competent.

Revisor ’s Note

Section 531.251(a), Government Code, refers to

definitions applicable "[i]n this section." The

provisions of Section 531.251 are revised in this

chapter as Subchapter B, and the revised law is drafted

accordingly.

Sec.A547.0052.AATEXAS SYSTEM OF CARE FRAMEWORK. (a) The

commission shall implement a system of care framework to develop

local mental health systems of care in communities for minors who:

(1)AAhave or are at risk of developing a serious

emotional disturbance;

(2)AAare receiving residential mental health services

and supports or inpatient mental health hospitalization; or

(3)AAare at risk of being removed from the minor’s home

and placed in a more restrictive environment to receive mental

health services and supports, including:

(A)AAan inpatient mental health hospital;

(B)AAa residential treatment facility; or

(C)AAa facility or program operated by the

Department of Family and Protective Services or an agency that is

part of the juvenile justice system.

(b)AAThe commission shall:

(1)AAmaintain a comprehensive plan for the delivery of

mental health services and supports to a minor and a minor’s family

using a system of care framework, including best practices in the

financing, administration, governance, and delivery of those

services;

(2)AAenter into memoranda of understanding with the

Department of State Health Services, the Department of Family and
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Protective Services, the Texas Education Agency, the Texas Juvenile

Justice Department, and the Texas Correctional Office on Offenders

with Medical or Mental Impairments that specify the roles and

responsibilities of each agency in implementing the comprehensive

plan;

(3)AAidentify appropriate local, state, and federal

funding sources to finance infrastructure and mental health

services and supports necessary to support state and local system

of care framework efforts; and

(4)AAdevelop an evaluation system to measure

cross-system performance and outcomes of state and local system of

care framework efforts.

(c)AAIn implementing this section, the commission shall

consult with stakeholders, including:

(1)AAminors who have or are at risk of developing a

serious emotional disturbance or young adults who received mental

health services and supports as a minor with or at risk of

developing a serious emotional disturbance; and

(2)AAfamily members of those minors or young adults.

(Gov. Code, Secs. 531.251(b), (c).)

(b)AAThe commission shall implement a system of

care framework to develop local mental health systems

of care in communities for minors who are receiving

residential mental health services and supports or

inpatient mental health hospitalization, have or are

at risk of developing a serious emotional disturbance,

or are at risk of being removed from the minor’s home

and placed in a more restrictive environment to

receive mental health services and supports, including

an inpatient mental health hospital, a residential

treatment facility, or a facility or program operated

by the Department of Family and Protective Services or

an agency that is part of the juvenile justice system.

(c)AAThe commission shall:

(1)AAmaintain a comprehensive plan for the

delivery of mental health services and supports to a

minor and a minor’s family using a system of care

framework, including best practices in the financing,

administration, governance, and delivery of those

services;

(2)AAenter memoranda of understanding with

the Department of State Health Services, the

Department of Family and Protective Services, the

Texas Education Agency, the Texas Juvenile Justice

Department, and the Texas Correctional Office on
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Offenders with Medical or Mental Impairments that

specify the roles and responsibilities of each agency

in implementing the comprehensive plan described by

Subdivision (1);

(3)AAidentify appropriate local, state, and

federal funding sources to finance infrastructure and

mental health services and supports needed to support

state and local system of care framework efforts;

(4)AAdevelop an evaluation system to

measure cross-system performance and outcomes of state

and local system of care framework efforts; and

(5)AAin implementing the provisions of this

section, consult with stakeholders, including:

(A)AAminors who have or are at risk of

developing a serious emotional disturbance or young

adults who received mental health services and

supports as a minor with or at risk of developing a

serious emotional disturbance; and

(B)AAfamily members of those minors or

young adults.

Revised Law

Sec.A547.0053.AAIMPLEMENTATION. The commission shall:

(1)AAmonitor the implementation of a system of care

framework under Section 547.0052; and

(2)AAadopt rules necessary to facilitate or adjust that

implementation.

Revised Law

Sec.A547.0054.AATECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FOR LOCAL SYSTEMS OF

CARE. The commission may provide technical assistance to a

community that implements a local system of care. (Gov. Code, Sec.

531.257.)

Source Law

Sec.A531.257.AATECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FOR
